I ha'jfe  the  honour  t-o  present  my  Armnal  Report  for  I966  on  the  health 
of  the  Urban  Distriot, 

I vas  appointed  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  in  October,  1966, 
when  the  County  Council  arualganiated  the  former  Bri.ghsOuos  and  Tt'dmorden 
Health  Diviaions  to  .form  an  enlarger!  Di-srlsiohs  consisting  cf  eight  District 
Councils  and  coniprising  the  whole  of  the  catchifiert  area  of  the  Halifax' 
Hospitals  Gi'oitp,  other  than  Ha.jlfax  Oe«mty  Brroiigho  Under  the  Divisional 
Health  Scheme,  year  Medical  Cf  fleer  of  Health  is  also  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  for  the  West  Rldiog  Ocnanty  Council ®s  Local  Health  Services, 
and  this  Scheme  haa  led  to  the  close  integration  of  Local  Auth<rrity  Health 
Ser-vi-ceec  This  repiort  will  follcv  the  same  lines  as  those  of  previous 
years,  givi.ng  the  statistics  for  the  Ellard  Urban  District,  and,  where  this 
is  not  pesaiblej,  the  figures  will  rsiate  to  the  OTiginal  Brighouse  Division, 
to  enable  eonrpari.aons  to  be  di'awn  wi,th  previous  fmrt%o 

The  t'irth  mte  shwed  a e?onsid«i'“able  fall  from  the  previous  year, 
frem  19o2  to  l6o5  per  thcw.sard  population,  and  it  is  new  below  the  average 
for  the  Ccunty  and  for  the  country  af.  a whole*  The  death  rate  showed  an 
inc<raase  .from  13o0  tc  15*3,  end  the  Registrar  General  ®s  ndd-year  astisaate 
cf  the  population,  is  the  same  as  for  the  pravicas  ye,aro  The  princ,lpal 
causes  of  death  were  Heart  Disease,  a:ixi  in  particular  Oisaaes  of  the 
Coronary  Arteries,  which  ac*counted  for  S?  deaths,  22  tvaing  parsers  uMer 
the  age  of  65  years*  Gerobral  V’ascular  Accidents  were  responsible  .for  52 

deaths.,  an  increase  of  11  over  the  previous  yearns  figure*  rfhi,lst  Cancer 
deaths  remained  at  about  the  same  lavei,  once  again,  the  moat  ©(mraxon  form 
of  Cancer  was  Ca.ncer  of  the  Lung,  which  aocoujnted  for  12  deaths  in  1966, 
six  of  them  being  in  persons  under  65  years  of  age* 

There  was  a high  percentage  of  illegitimate  births  in  Elland,  although 
the  number  was  lower  than  the  previous  year®  31  illegitimate  chi.ldren  ware 
registered,  representing  10*2^  of  all  birtiis*  Of  these,  24  were  known  to- 
the  Health  Department , ajjd,  of  these,  15  were  girls  under  20  years  c«f  age® 

The  Health  Department  gives  special  supervision  to  the  children  of  unmarried 
mothers  arid,  in  addition,  there  are  facilities  for  unmarried  mothers  to 
be  cared  for  both  before  and  after  their  confinement*  Of  the  24  illegitimate 
children  kr*own  to  us,  11  were  kept  by  their  mothers  within  their  own  fandlies, 
in  eight  cases  the  mother  subsequently  narried  ard  provided  a home  for  her 
child,  four  were  placed  for  adoption  or  fostered  by  the  Local  Authority, 
and  one  be.by  died* 
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In  1966,  the  most  prevalent  infectious  disease  was  Measles,  of  which 
127  cases  were  notified  No  deaths  were  recorded  from  Measles,  and  it  is 

usually  regarded  as  one  of  the  inevitable  infections  of  childhood-  It 
causes  parents  much  concern;  in  an  epidemic  year  it  takes  up  a lot  of  the 
General  Practitioners*  time,  and  recent  research  suggests  that  its 
complications  may  be  more  frequent  and  more  severe  than  has  been  suspected 
in  the  past  A Measles  vaccine  has  now  been  fully  tested  and  is  available 
on  prescription  for  any  child  whose  General  Practioner  recommends  should 
have  this  protection.  As.  yet,  there  is  no  general  approval  for  Measles 
vaccination,  but  experience  in  other  countries  suggests  that  this  disease 
could  be  virtual.ly  eliminated 

Increasing  eirphasis  is  being  placed  upon  the  care  of  the  elderly  in 
recent  years,  both  v/ith  regard  to  the  Health  and  Welfare  Services  of  the 
County  Council  and  the  provision  of  special  housing  accommodation  by  the 
District  Council  An  anal;;rsis  of  the  work  of  both  the  Home  Helps  and  the 
Home  Nursing  Servi-ce  shovrs  that  the  majority  of  their  time  is  being  spent 
attending  to  the  needs  of  the  elderly  Financial  help  is  given  to  the 
Old  People’s  Welfare  Committee,  who  organise  both  the  'Meals-on-Wheels ' 
service  and  the  Luncheon  Clubs  and  the  County  Council  also  contribute 
towards  the  cost  of  communal  facilities  for  the  old  people  in  Council 
property,  particularly  vdth  regard  to  the  employment  of  Wardens  for  groups 
of  old  people  s dwel.iings  . The  County  Council  has  now  agreed  that  Wardens 
may  also  be  appointed  to  supervise  old  people  in  private  houses,  and  three 
schemes  were  under  active  consideration  at  the  end  of  the  year.  Whilst 
this  is  not  quite  as  effective  as  a scheme  on  a Council  Estate,  where  houses 
are  closely  grouped  and  connected  to  the  Warden  by  an  intercommunication 
system,  a daily  ^risit  by  a ^rden  is  very  reassuring  to  an  old  person 
living  alone, 

The  Hospital  P.lan  for  England  and  Wales  e.nvi sages  a substantial 
reduction  of  the  nirmber  of  hospital  beds  for  old  people  in  the  Halifax 
area,  and  this  has  not  been  modified  despite  many  representations  from 
local  bodies  and  Councils  and  despite  the  fact  that  there  is  constant 
pressure  on  hospita.1  beds  for  the  aged.  The  Hospital  Plan  also  suggests 
that  the  larger  Mental  Hospitals  should  be  run  down,  presumably  by  a 
transfer  of  long-stay  patients  to  hospitals  nearer  home,  or  to  Local 
Authority  accommodation  These  clianges,  if  they  come  about-  will  produce 
even  greater  pressure  upo.n  our  Service,  upon  places  in  welfare  residential 
homes,  and  upon  the  Council  s own  units  of  special  accommodation  for  the 
elderly  in  the  years  to  come 

In  an  industrial  area  such  as  this,  there  is  a large  legacy  of 
environmental  problems,  such  as  housing  and  sanitation-  In  1966,  195 
unfit  houses  were  represe-uted  and  85  were  demolished  Nevertheless,  648 
were  still  listed  as  unfit  at  the  end  of  the  year  The  council  is  taking 
energetic  steps  to  deal  with  this  problem,  particularly  with  regard  to  the 
development  of  the  central  area,  and^  in  all,  67  new  dwellings  were 
completed  during  the  year  Both  the  Council  and  the  Health  Department 
encourage  the  improvement  of  existing  houses  as  far  as  possible,  and  in 
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this  way  rcany  substar.f  iaijy  stone  bniit  boussies  in  district  have  been  granted 
new  lease  of  lifec  In  v96tj  a further  60  intp.rovenient  grants  were  approved. 
There  are  still,  however p a considerable  number  of  houses  in  the  district 
which  lack  mcdern  amenities  and  there  seems  little  prospect  of  many  of  these 
being  imprcved  volu.'atarliyp  either  because  the  landlord  is  not  interested, 
or  because  the  ecci4'>ie~'S  Jay  be  old  people  who  do  not  wish  to  involve 
themselves  in  further  fij'ancial  ccm/nitmeuts.  I consider  that  it  is  most 
desirable  that  vrhois  blocks , cr  preferably  whole  areas , should  be  improved 
rather  tbari  risk  a small  number  of  neglected  houses  affect  their  neighbcurs 
but  this  is  not  possible  carder  the  present  leglislation.  Arxy  areas  in 
Elland  which  may  be  selected  for  improvement  invariably  contain  a high 
percentage  of  ownor-occupi ed  houses 9 and  we  are  miable  to  take  compulsory 
action  because  we  are  unable  to  designate  them  as  improvement  areas  at 
presento 


The  Public  Health  Inspectors  are  responsible  for  ensuring  the  purity 
of  water  supplies,  itilk  ard  fool,  and  details  of  this  work  are  set  out  in 
the  Publici  Health  Inspector's  report.  With  regard  to  milkj  special  attention 
is  being  gi’;.’'an  to  uae  problem  of  Brucellosis  infectiony  ard.  231  samples  were 
submitted  in  the  ooru-se  of  the  yt^ar,  of  which  17  gave  positi’ve  results  on 
cultur-e.  All  retailers  In  the  District  are  sampled  regularly  and  if 
infection  i.s  foundy  trey  are  most  co'^operative  in  supplyirig  i.ndividual  ccw 
samples,  ard  in  disposi'jg  of  any  offending  ani.maisj  often  at  a l(.’>ss  to 
themselves.  It  has  not  been  necessary  to  serve  any  legal  notices  as  the 
milk  prodvx.eT'fc  thems  elves  wish  to  be  free  from  this  infection  and  are  most 
ar.ocious  to  build  a.  healthy  stock  in  anticipation  of  an  eradication 
programme , 


The  Council '•s  Clean  Air  prcgraiDme  continues  to  make  progress  and  at 
the  end  of  the  year  three  areas  were  operative,  and  they  contain  423  houses, 

A further  two  areas,  affecting  "46  houses,  were  confirmed  during  the  year, 
whilst  survey  work  was  prcCsadirg  on  a sixth  Smoke  Control  Area,  When  these 
are  completed,  one  heuse  In  six  in  the  district  will  be  using  only  smokeless 
fuels.  In  implementing  th-i-s  programme,  the  Council  continues  to  be 
embarrassed  by  the  emissi.ozi  from  some  industrial  smoke  stacks,  in  particular 
those  from  a local  brickworks.  Although  the  control  of  these  emissions  is 
the  responsi  bi-i-ity  of  i-he  AjJcali  Inspectorate,  the  Council  is  keeping  the 
position  undsr  constant  reidew  and  is  contl,nu.lng  to  seek  technical  advice 
on  means  of  minimising  this  nuisancer 

In  conclusicn,  I should  like  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Council  for 
the  tolerance  they  nave  shewn  duri.ng  the  year.  My  thanks  are  also  due  to 
Mpr  Wood,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  for  his  help  and  co-operation. 

I should  also  like  to  pay  tribute  to  Dr  Milligan,  who  occupied  the  office, 
of  Acting  Medical  Officer  of  Health  for  the  first  nine  months  of  the  year, 
for  her  co- vjjperation  duxi.ng  this  difficult  transitional  period.

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VITAL  STATISTICS 


Birth  and  Death  Rates 

The  estimate  of  the  population  is  the  mid-year  estimate  of  the 
Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  18,520,  the  same  as  for  1965,  and 
compares  with  the  figure  for  the  1961  Census  of  18,357.  There  were  305 
live  births  and  284  deaths,  so  that  there  was  a natural  increase  in  the 
population  of  21r 

The  crude  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  16,5  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  compares  with  the  rate  for  the  previous  year  of  19.2,  and  is  1-2  below 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales..  This  crude  birth  rate  has  to  be  adjusted 
by  a comparability  factor  of  1,10  to  bring  it  into  line  with  that  of  the 
country  as  a whole,  and  this  gives  us  an  adjusted  birth  rate  of  18, 1>  This 
compares  with  an  adjusted  birth  rate  for  the  Administrative  County  of  18.2 
and  a birth  rate  for  England  and  Ifeles  of  17,7, 

There  were  31  illegitimate  births,  representing  10,2^  of  the  total 
live  births,  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  1.7  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  were  five  stillbirths.  This  gives  a rate  of 
l6.1  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births.  The  County  rate  is  14»4  and  the  rats 
for  England  and  Wales  is  15.4* 


The  death  rate  for  the  Urban  District  is  15.3  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  2,3  above  the  figure  for  last  yearr  The  comparability 
factor  for  obtaining  the  adjusted  death  rate  is  0.-98,  and  using  this  factor 
we  have  an  adjusted  death  rate  of  15,0.  This  compares  with  an  adjusted 
death  rate  of  12,9  for  the  Administrative  County  and  11,7  for  England  and 
Wales  r 


The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequency 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation  - 123  (compared  with  99  in  1965) 

2,  Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  - 52  (compared  with  41  in  1965) 

3,  Cancer  - 45  (compared  with  48  in  1965) 

4.  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis,  Influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases  - 30 

(compared  with  17  in  1965) 

Infant  Deaths 

There  were  eight  infant  deaths  in  the  Urban  District  of  Elland  during 
1966,  all  but  one  occurring  in  hospital. 


The  infant  death  rate  of  26,2  compares  with  the  rate  for  the 
Administrative  County  of  19.3  and  for  England  and  Wales  of  19,0,  and  has 
risen  from  a rate  of  11.3  for  this  district  in  I965

The  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Wakefield,  continues  to  receive  oil:::;  ,'.al 
material  and  milk  arri  water  samples  for  bacteriological  examination,  while 
chemical  analysis  is  carried  out  by  Messrs,  Lea  and:  Mallindero 
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Facilities  are  also  pro-(ri,ded  by  the  Regional  Blood  Transfusion 
Service  at  Leeds,  and  General  Practitioners  have  open  access  to  the  ser'/lces 
of  the  Pathological  Laboratory  at  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmaryo 


Ambulance  Service 

The  County  Ambulance  5»tation  at  Brighouse  provides  cover  for  both 
Elland  Urban  Dj.strict  and  the  neighbouring  areas  of  the  Countyo  Thj.s 
service  has  recently  been  reorganised  and  is  administered  from  the  Group 
Control  at  Birkenshaw,  telephone  number  Bradford  682211,  and  all  requests 
for  the  ambulance  service  should  be  made  to  this  Centre, 

Appended  hereto  are  particulars  of  the  cases  transported  during  the 
year.  The  figures  are  given  monthly,  and  the  total  for  last  year  is 
given  for  comparison  after  the  total  in  each  line.  This  table  applies 
to  the  whole  Division,  It  has  not  been  possible  to  split  the  Divisional 
figures  to  give  the  figures  for  Elland  alone. 

These  figures  show  that  there  has  been  a slight  reduction  in  all  the 
categories  of  patients,  as  compared  with  the  previous  year,  with  the 
exception  of  accident,  emergency  and  transfer  cases,  which  have  shown  a 
slight  increase.

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Nursing  in  the  Home 

Three  Home  Nurses  are  employed  in  Ellando  We  were  very  sorry  to 
lose  the  services  of  Miss  Carter,  who  retired  in  August  after  thirty- two 
years'  service  in  the  district,  first  with  the  Elland  District  Nursing 
Association,  and,  since  1958,  with  the  West  Riding  County  Councile 

Altogether  11,594  visits  were  made  to  patients  and  560  cases  were 
treated  during  the  year. 

A variety  of  equipment  is  available  for  loan  to  patients  being  nursed 
at  home,  ard  increasing  use  is  being  made  of  disposable  pads  with  incontinent 
patients. 

Domestic  Help  Service 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year,  141  cases  in  the  Elland  area  were  being 
provided  with  a Home  Help,  and  58  new  cases  were  attended  during  the  year. 

At  the  end  of  the  year,  149  cases  were  still  being  attended. 

Of  the  199  cases  attended  during  1966,  189  were  for  the  care  of  old 
people  and  chronic  sick,  three  were  where  the  housewife  was  ill,  and  seven 
were  maternity  cases.  In  all  the  maternity  cases,  the  Home  Help  was 
provided  for  two  weeks. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  table  of  Clini.cs  and  Treatment  Centres  is  appended  in  Table  4o 
Chiropody 

Probably  one  of  the  greatest  boons  provided  is  that  of  chiropody  and 
this  service  continues  to  be  very  popular. 

Altogether  795  old  people  and  11  physically  handicapped  persons  were 
treated  through  the  County  Council  scheme  and  approximately  another  hundred 
people  were  treated  under  the  scheme  of  the  Stairiland  and  Greet  land  Nursing 
Associations,  Thirty  five  per  cent,  of  the  old  people  treated  had  to  be 
treated  in  their  own  homes  as  domiciliary  cases. 

There  is  a slight  decrease  in  the  number  of  patients  treated  under 
the  County's  scheme. 

In  general,  patients  continue  to  have  attention  at  bi-monthly  intervals 
If  the  condition  demands  additional  attention,  this  has  been  arranged. 

Old  People's  Welfare  Comndttee 

Elland  Council  is  fortunate  in  having  a most  progressive  and 
flourishing  Committee  for  the  welfare  of  elderly  citizens.  The  various 
districts  are  well  represented  and  members  attend  bi-monthly  meetings  with 
evident  enthusiasm.  It  is  indeed  a Committee  where  co-ordination  of  all 
the  relevant  assocations  has  been  obtained,  and  maintained,  to  the 
general  benefit  of  all  who  desire  its  help, 
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Home  Safety  Committee 


The  Home  Safety  Committee  meets  bi-monthly  and  all  effort  is  made  to 
decrease  the  number  of  accidents  in  the  homeo  In  many  instances  these  could, 
with  a little  foresight,  have  been  avoided. 


Excepting  the  occasions  when  houses  and  whole  families  are  burnt,  there 
is  little  drama,  and  no  press  value  is  attached  to  accidents  occurring  in  the 
privacy  of  a household.  Yet  the  number  cf  these  3.s  tremendous,  deaths  far 
exceeding  those  caused  by  many  dreaded  diseases,  and,  apart  from  those  who 
die  as  a result,  man,y  more  are  crippled  for  lifsa

The  duties*  of  the  Health  Visitor  are  combined  with  those  of  School 
Nurseo  In  pursuance  of  the  National  Health  Service  Act  the  scope  of  this 
service  includes  home  visiting  for  the  purpose  of  giving  advice  as  to  the 
care  of  children  and  persons  (including  adults)  suffering  from  illness  and/ 
or  expectant  and  nursing  mothers o The  Health  Visitor  also  gives  advice 
in  the  home  as  to  measures  necessary  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infect! on® 

In  Elland,  the  Health  Visitors  are  attached  to  General  Practitioners 
and  serve  the  families  on  their  medical  lists,  rather  than  working  in  fixed 
districtSo  This  attachment  has  led  to  a closer  integration  of  the  two 
services  and  is  very  much  appreciatedo  The  work  carried  out  by  the 
Health  Visitors  in  Elland  is  summarized  in  Table  5o

MENTAL  HEALTH 


The  Mental  Health  Service  is  administered  on  a Divisional  basis  and 
two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  are  based  in  this  area.  In  addition,  we  sl'ia.re 
the  services  of  Mr,  Parkinson,  the  Senior  Mental  Welfare  Officer,  who  has 
responsibilities  throughout  the  very  much  larger  catchment  area  of 
Storthes . Hall  Hospital,  There  have  been  no  staff  changes  during  the  year, 
and  the  holiday  and  off-duty  relief  arrangements  with  the  Todraorden  Officers 
have  worked  very  well.  Quarterly  rotas  have  been  prepared  and  distributed 
to  all  General  Practitioners  and  Hospitals,  and  also  to  the  Police  and 
Ambulance  staffs. 


In-Service  Training 

All  newly-appointed  Welfare  Officers  attend  an  induction  course  at 
Leeds  and  subsequently  arrangements  are  made  for  them  to  attend  County 
Courses  at  Grantley  Hall  once  a year.  Suitably  qualified  Officers  are 
encouraged  to  apply  for  vacancies  on  the  two-year  Younghusband  Course  for 
Social  Workers,  and,  if  successful,  they  are  seconded  by  the  County  Council 
on  full  salary.  In  addition,  fortnightly  seminars  are  held  in  the  Division, 
and  regular  case  conferences  are  held  at  Storthes  Hall  Hospital, 

Psychiatric  Social  Club 

There  is  no  social  club  in  this  Division,  but  clubs  are  readily 
accessible  in  neighbouring  districts.  The  Queens bury  patients  go  to 
Bradford,  and  those  from  the  remainder  of  the  Division  attend  the  4H  Club 
in  Halifax,  One  of  the  Mental  Welfare  Officers  attends  this  Club  each 
week  and  it  offers  an  effective  service  for  follow-up  and  supervision  of 
several  patients. 


Residential  Hostels 

There  is  an  increasing  demand  for  places  in  residential  hostels  for 
both  mentally  ill  and  mentally  subnormal  patients.  The  County  Council’s 
provision  has  so  far  been  limited  to  one  hostel  at  West  Ardsley,  but  we 
have  usually  been  able  to  find  places  in  hostels  situated  in  neighbouring 
County  Boroughs,  With  the  increasing  turnover  of  patients  in  mental 
hospitals,  and  the  emphasis  on  community  care,  it  seems  likely  that  very 
many  more  hostels  will  have  to  be  provided  in  the  future. 


Divisional  Training  Centre 

Brighouse  Junior  Training  Centre  continued  to  provide  places  for 
nine  females  over  the  a,  ^ of  sixteen  years  in  addition  to  23  juniors. 
Both  staff  and  patients  a -e  working  under  acute  difficulties  in  the  very 
limited  accommodation  in  his  building.  A new  comprehensive  Training 
Centre  is  proposed  for  t.ds  area  and  part  of  the  Todmorden  ^ea,  but  the 
starting  date  has  again  been  deferred  because  of  financial  diffic^ties. 
There  has  been  an  arrangement  whereby  six  jo^^hs  travelled  daily  to  a 
training  centre  in  Bradford  but  last  year  the  demand  for  this  service 
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increased  and  Bradford  was  unable  to  offer  us  any  additional  places » 
Arrangements  have  now  been  completed  to  enable  a total  of  12  adult  patients 
from  this  area  to  trayel  daily  to  the  West  Riding  Centre  at  Kirkburtonc.

HOUSING 


At  the  end  of  1966,  676  post-War  Council  houses  had  been  erected  in 
the  Elland  Urban  District.

Atmospheric  Pollution 

In  his  report,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  will  be  dealing 
with  this  subject  in  great  detail.  In  the  course  of  the  year,  two  Smoke 
Control  Orders,  viz..  The  Elland  (No. 2)  Smoke  Control  Order  and  The 
Stainland  (No, 2)  Smoke  Control  Order,  were  confirmed  by  the  Minister  and 
will  become  operative  on  1st  July,  1967.  Thus,  a further  746  houses,  cii 
completion  of  works  of  adaptation  to  fireplaces,  will  make  a valuable 
contribution  towards  a cleaner  atmosphere.  The  work  of  surveying  domestic 
properties  continued  throughout  the  year  and  in  December,  1966,  the  Council 
approved  the  Greetland  (No. 2)  Smoke  Control  Order  covering  the  remainder 
of  the  Greetland  ward  aM  embracing  932  dwellinghouses. 


Difficulties  continue  with  regard  to  the  emission  of  smoke  and  f mes 
from  some  local  industries  and  every  possible  avenue  is  being  explored  to 
find  a solution  to  this  nuisance.

Diphtheria  Immiinisation 

There  has  been  no  case  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  Elland  since  194P<, 

I consider  that  it  is  fair  to  assume  that  the  fa^.  in  incidence  of  this 
disease,  which  is  general  throughout  the  country,  is  partly  due  to 
Diphtheria  immunisationo 

As  with  previous  years,  the  figures  of  children  immunised  are  given 
in  two  groups,  the  first  being  children  who  have  received  either  an  initial 
or  a booster  dose  in  the^last  five  years,  and  the  second  those  who  were 
immunised  at  a date  preceding  this.  The  first  group  shows  children  wh.’p 
can  be  regarded  as  at  maximum  protection.  Booster  doses  are  given  before 
admission  to  the  primary  school  at  the  age  of  five.

During  1966,  325  children  were  immunised  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping 
Cough  and  Tetanus  by  Triple  Vaccine,  In  addition,  two  children  were 
immunised  separately  for  Diphtheria  and  Tetanus,  and  221  were  given  a 
re-inforcing  dose  against  Diphtheria, 

Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

Records  were  received  in  respect  of  166  primary  vaccinations  ar.d  12 
re-vaccinations  carried  out  on  Elland  residents  under  the  age  of  sixteen 
years.  This  compares  with  last  year's  figures  of  175  vaccinations  and  two 
re-vaccinati ons, 

B.CoG.  Vaccination 

B.C.G,  vaccination  was  offered  to  685  twelve-year-old  and  thirteen- 
year-old  schoolchildren  attending  schools  in  the  original  Brighouse  Health 
Division.  Parents  of  545,  c • 80^,  consented  to  this  valuable  measure,  as 
compared  with  the  County  a • erage  for  1965  of  76%,  Of  these  children  507 
were  tested.  66  of  them,  or  13%,  were  found  to  be  positive  re-actors  and 
presumably  had  been  exposed  to  the  disease  at  some  time,  and  419  with 
negative  reactions  were  given  BoCoG.  vaccination. 
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Mantoux  testing  and  vaccination  of  contacts  were  also  carried  out. 

30  child  contacts  received  skin  tests.  Five  of  these  were  positive, 
53  children  received  B.C.G.  vaccination,  including  30  babies  not  previously 
given  a skin  test. 

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

In  the  course  of  the  year,  records  were  received  in  respect  of  1,176 
persons  who  had  received  three  doses  of  oral  vaccine,  and,  in  addition,  a 
fijrther  760  children  were  given  booster  doses. 

These  figures,  too,  relate  to  the  original  Brighouse  Division,  as  it 
has  not  been  possible  to  produce  separate  returns  for  Elland, 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES 

Scarlet  Fever 

There  were  eight  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  during  the  year.

39  eases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified  in  1966,  and  there  were  13  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

Measles 

127  cases  of  Measles  were  notified  during  the  year,  as  canpared  with 
69  cases  last  year. 

Whooping  Cough 

10  cases  of  Whooping  cough  were  notified  during  1966. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia 

Two  cases  of  Pue^-peral  Pyrexia  were  notified  this  year. 

Tuberculosis 

The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  in  tabular 
form  in  Table  11, 
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No  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Prevention 
of  Tuberculosis)  Regulations,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health  Act  1936, 
Section  172c 

There  were  seven  notifications  of  Pulmonary  Tuberculoeis  during  the 
year,  as  compared  with  11  in  1965*  Three  cases  transferred  into  the 
district.  Six  respiratory  cases  recovered  and  were  removed  from  the 
register.  Six  cases  removed  from  the  district,  and  five  patients  on  the 
register  died  this  year.  The  number  on  the  register  was  thus  reduced  by 
seven  to  7S  respiratory  cases. 

The  system  of  special  contact  cards  has  been  continued  in  the 
Division  and  an  effort  has  been  made  again  for  all  contacts  of  new  cases 
to  be  investigated,  including  follow-up  X-ray  examination  at  the  Royal 
Halifax  Infirmary,  Other  contacts  are  followed  up  regularly,  and  as  many 
as  possible  are  X-rayed  whenever  the  Mass  Radiography  Unit  visits  the 
Division,  The  number  of  known  contacts  at  present  under  observation  in 
the  Elland  Ik'ban  District  is  196  in  respect  of  73  respiratory  cases  on 
the  register. 

Of  the  seven  new  cases,  four  were  males,  aged  13,  28,  55  and  60, 

The  three  female  cases  were  aged  37,  45  and  50  respectively. 

No  cases  of  Non-Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  this  year. 

The  Divisional  Care  Committee  continued  to  do  good  wor)c  and  to 
distribute  clothing,  coal  and  food  parcels  to  needy  people,  Christmas 
parcels  were  also  distributed  as  usual  and  the  usual  annual  day  trip  was 
made  to  the  seaside  for  patients  and  their  families  who  are  unlikely  to 
have  a holiday  any  other  way.

Tne  improvement  of  houses  com-inueh  at  a disappointing  rate  and.  it 
\,rill  be  many  years  hence  before  every  nouse  in  Efland  is  provided  with  the 
five  basic  amenities.  The  clearance  of  tin.fii,  houses  continued  at  a 
satisfactory  rate  and  details  are  set  oue  in  the  report. 

Rodent  contro.l  was  again  carried  out.  by  private  contractor  and  there 
were  no  complaints  as  to  the  efficiency  of  the  service.  Public  Health 
Inspectors  supervised  work  which  presented  diiflcu-lties,  especially  where 
cases  of  obstruction  were  suspected. 

Public  cleansing  and  saj.vage  continued  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year  and  there  was  little  delav  from  vehicle  breakdown,.  Ml  but  one  of  the

'The  ser^irice  suffered  a little 


through  shortages  of  labciu’  at  vardous  times  throughout  the  yeai“  and  during 
one  period  in  December  eight  men  only  were  operating  the  service.  Young 
men  are  not  as  set  in  their  ways  as  the  older  members  of  staff  and  they 
tend  to  move  fairly  often  from  one  to  anot.her  seeking  a few  extra 
shillings  a week.  This  sort  of  movement  causes  concern  and  Fom.s 
frustration  to  employers,  especially  where  a cert,ain  amount  of  training  is 
involved  and  tends  to  reduce  the  efficiency  where  teamwork  is  involved. 

The  added  incentive  of  bonus  offsets  triis  diffiC'Ul.ty  partially  and  has 
eriabled  the  collection  of  .re.fuse  to  be  .fairly  regular  a.t  a i/esk  or  just  over- 


Controlled  tipping  continued  on  tna  .Lowfields  site  and  the  department 
made  plans  for  future  tippl.r^g  at  Rawroyds.  These  two  sites  wdll  provide 
facilities  for  many  years  and  tne  result! .ng  land  will  in  future  be  able  to 
be  used  more  profitably  for  aitenity  or  ot,her  purposes.  Trade  waste  disposal 
became  a most  difficult  pvrcblem  aM  plans  were  made  to  investigate  suitable 
methods  of  incineration  in  order  that  waste  material  may  be  efficiently 
disposed  of.  Salvage  of  waste  paper  continued  satisfactorily  throughout 
the  year.  The  report  gives  details  of  the  cleansing  serimces  in  Slland  and 
mentions  our  plara  for  the  .future. 

In  conclusion,  may  I thank  the  staff  wiiO  gave  m.e  valuable  assistance 
during  the  year  to  proMde  material  for  this  report  and  to  my  typist  who  has 
compiled  and  assembled  the  report  in  additio.ri  to  her  other  routine  work, 

I am  greatly  indebteo.  to  Dr„  Gordon  who  has  given  me  guidance  on  many 
occasions  and  to  my  col.leagues  in  other  departments  who  never  hesitate  to 
give  assistance  when  requii'edu  I must  pay  tribute  to  Hr.  W.J,  Thomas,  the 
Clerk  of  the  Counci.!,  who  provides  sc  much  enthusiasm  and  encouragement  to 
get  tilings  done. 

Finally,  my  appreciation  and  thanlcs  are  due  to  the  Chairman,  Vice- 
Chairiran  and  members  of  the  Health  Gorciiittee  for  the  many  ways  in  which  they 
have  given  support  to  our  work  during  tne  year,  and  I trust  that  our  efforts 
in  future  years  will  continue  to  m.erit  that  supporti.

This  work  covers  all  types  of  food  premises  where  sale,  storage  or 
preparation  of  food  is  carried  out.  In  this  direction  the  work  of 
inspection  and  supervision  continued  throughout  the  year  and  a greater 
emphasis  was  given  to  details  A good  standard  of  hygiene  is  being 
maintained  in  the  majority  of  premises.  There  are,  however,  a number  of 
premises  where  further  improvement  is  desirable.  lyfeiny  food  handlers  still 
show  a remarkable  indifference  to  the  cleanliness  of  outer  clothing,  hands 
and  finger  nails  and  to  the  general  cleanliness  of  fixtures  and  fittings. 
The  "ba'ck  room"  where  food  is  stored  is  often  found  to  be  neglected.  There 
is  a mistaken  impression  that  that  which  is  out  of  sight  is  not  important. 
The  presence  of  flies  and  insects  in  food  rooms  is  an  undesirable  feature 
commonly  found.  The  continuing  need  for  education  of  the  food  handler  is 
as  necessary  today  as  hitherto  and  here,  much  can  be  achieved  towards 
improved  standards  of  hygiene, 

A total  of  221  visits  were  made  to  various  food  premises  throughout 
the  district.  Much  time  was  spent  by  Inspectors  in  discussing  necessary 
improvements  to  premises  and  in  standards  of  hygiene.  The  co-operation  of 
food  traders  was  maintained  and  a general  willingness  was  found  in  all 
cases  to  comply  with  recommendations. 

There  were  nine  complaints  by  members  of  the  public  of  the  sale  of 
food  found  to  be  unsatisfactory  or  containing  foreign  bodies.  All  nine 
complaints  were  investigated  and  in  each  case  a cautionary  letter  was  sent 
to  the  manufacturer  of  each  food  concerned, 
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MEAT  INSPF.CTION 


There  are  five  private  slaughterhouses  within  the  Gour.cil’'s  area, 
and  they  were  used  regixLarly  tiwoughout  the  year  for  the  slaughter  of 
animals*  The  facilities  offered  by  these  slaughterhouses  are  adequate  at 
the  present  time  for  the  number  of  aolmals  being  dressed.  It  is  regretted 
that  a large  number  of  animals  slaughtered  in.  these  premises  are  for 
distribution  in  adjoining  districts* 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Irispectors  made  649  ’'risits  to 
slaughterhouses  and  inspected  10^309  animals  vAiich  had  been  slaughtered 
and  dressed  on  these  premises.  This  represented  a slight  increase  on 
last  year’s  figures*

When  a sample  of  Untreated  milk  fails  the  prescribed  Methylene  Blue 
test,  details  of  the  sample  result  and  source  of  supply  are  sent  to  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  with  a request  that  the  Milk 
Production  Officer  investigates  the  reasons  for  the  failure.  A further 
sample  of  milk  from  this  source  is  procured  and  submitted  for  examination 
at  a later  date  to  ensiire  that  the  milk  complies  with  the  prescribed  standard. 


2,  Examination  of  Milk  for  Brucellosis 

83  samples  of  Untreated  irdlk  from  retailers  were  examined  by  the 
Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  for  Brucellosis  and  two  were  notified  as 
being  positive.  By  co-operation  with  the  milk  producers  the  sale  of 
infected  milk  was  stopped  and  the  supply  sent  for  heat  treatment  until  the 
results  of  samples  from  the  cows  became  known.  During  the  year  five  herds 
were  found  to  have  positive  excretors  and  148  santoles  of  milk  were  taken  from 
cows.  Of  these,  17  were  proved  to  be  positive.  In  each  herd,  the 
offending  cows  were  identified,  isolated  and  eventually  disposed  of  by  the 
producer,  following  which  the  producer  v:as  able  to  resume  normal  production 
and  distribution  of  Untreated  mijJc.

MAR.KET  STiLLLS 

ELland  has  the  traditional  type  of  open  air  meirket  and  approximately 
10  stalls  are  set  out  in  the  market  square  on  Friday  of  each  week.  In 
addition  there  are  two  lock-up  stalls  which  are  permanently  sited  on  the 
square.  The  lock-up  premises  are  used,  one  for  the  sale  of  meat  arid  the 
other  for  the  sale  of  fish.  The  open  stalls  are  used  mainly  for  the  sale 
of  clothing,  greengrocery,  sweet  conf”ectionery3  biscuits  arid  eggs.  The 
stalls  are  frequently  inspected  to  ensure  that  Food  Hygiene  Regulations  are 
being  observed  so  far  as  is  practicable  and  a good  standard  of  hygiene  was 
maintained  throughout  the  year.  The  public  conveniences  on  the  market 
square  continue  to  serve  a useful  purpose,  providing  as  they  do  a room  with 
sinks  and  hot  and  cold  water  in  order  that  food  Viandlers  may  have  washing 
facilities. 


SLAUGHTER  OF  AHIMALS  ACTS 

There  are  19  persons  licensed  in  accordance  with  the  above  Acts  to 
slaughter  animals , 


WATER  SU.PPLY 

Of  12  samples  taken  for  chemi,cal  analysis,  one  was  reported  as 
unsatisfactory.  Eight  samples  examined  for  piumbo-solvency  were  reported 
satisfactory. 

There  are  119  dwellinghouses  served  by  private  water  si^plies  which 
are  liable  to  contamination.  Many  of  these  houses  in  Stainland  are 
unlikely  to  be  connected  to  a public  piped  supply  within  the  foreseeable 
future.  It  is  pleasing  to  report  that  the  Galderdale  Water  Board  extended 
their  water  mains  in  the  Greetland  area  during  1966  and  a further  45  houses 
were  connected  to  this  new  supply. 

Investigations  were  carried  aut  as  to  the  feasibility  and  cost  of 
ex'tending  the  mains  water  supiply  so  as  to  serve  fairly  isolated  properties 
in  Stainland  and  Sowood,  but  wnilst  a scheme  was  found  to  be  practicable, 
the  cost  was  prohibitive.  Further  investigation  is  being  made  in  relation 
to  specific  parts  of  this  area  with  a view  to  providing  at  least  a smaller 
number  of  properties  at  a more  economical  cost. 
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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE  AND  DISINFECTION 


During  the  year,  70  visits  of  enquiry  were  made  to  cases  of  infectious 
disease. 


20  inspectioris  of  verminous  premises  were  made  in  connection  witn 
disinfestation  work^  This  is  a reduction  on  last  year's  figure.. 
Treatments  were  effectively  carried  out  and  proprietory  insecticides  used 
in  the  process..

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A total  of  38  officially  recorded  obdervations  -were  carried  out  under 
"The  Dark  Smoke  (Permitted  Periods)  Regulations  1958'*  and  in  two  cases, 
Section  30 Clean  Air  Act  1956,  Notices  were  served  in  respect  of 
contraventions  of  the  regulations.  In  addition,  manerous  cautions  by 
telephone  and  personal  visits  to  firms  concernea  were  made  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors, 


The  National  Coal  Board  gave  valuable  assistance  and  advice  where 
coal  fired  boiler  plant  was  found  to  emit  smoke  contravention  of  the 
regulations.  As  a result  of  their  work,  a number  of  boiler  plants  were 
examined,  regulated  where  necessary,  and  in  some  instances  provided  with 
better  grade  of  fuel,  all  of  wtiich  helped  to  reduce  smoke  emission  to  a 
minimum. 


Elland  is  an  industrial  town  arid,  like  inanj’-  similar  towns  in  the  West 
Riding,  had  itvS  atmosphere  polluted  by  the  smoke  emitted  from  the  chimnejTS 
of  irdiistrial  premises.  In  this  area,  industry  may  generally  be  classified 
into  two  sections,  the  first  section  including  all  premises  where  space 
heating  and  heat  for  processing  is  provided  by  the  combustion  of  fuel  in  a 
conventional  type  of  boiler  plant  having  a chimney  to  exhaust  to  atmosphere 
the  waste  gases  arising  from  the  combustion  process  and  the  second  section 
including  premises  where  special  processes  of  manufacture  are  carried  out. 

So  far  as  the  cortventiorial  boiler  plant  is  concerned,  smoke  emission 
from  this  source  is  almost  no.n- existent.  Observation  of  chiimieys  has 
continued  throughout  the  year  arid  smoke  emission  occurred  on  few  occasions <, 
The  industrialists  in  our  town  have  resporded  well  bo  the  Glean  Air  Act, 
1956,  and  the  majority  of  boiler  plants  have  been  modified  so  that  they 
may  be  fired  and  operated  as  to  be  smokeless.  In  many  instances,  a 
considerable  saving  on  fuel  costs  been  noted  by  Indus triallists 

It  is  the  excepticvn  to  see  dark  smoke  emission  from  an  industrial  chimney 
in  this  town  and  Elland  can,  claim  success  i.n  minj^triizing  the  pollution  of 
the  atmosphere  from  this  source^ 

Special  processes  which  utilise  solid  fuej  may  be  sub-divided  into 
processes  administered,  by  the  Council  and  processes  administered  by  the 
Alkali  Inspectorateo  The  Alkali  Inspectorate  works  in  close  co-operation 
with  the  Council  and  is  respo.nsible  for  the  si:^ervisio.n  of  the  chimney  of 
Elland  Power  Station  and  the  chimneys  of  the  Blackley  Works  and  Woodman 
Works  of  a local  brick  manufacturing  comipany.  Frequent  visits  to  these 
premises  during  the  year  were  made  by  the  Al.kali  Inspector  to  inspect  the 
plant  and  processes  following  upon  wMch  advice  v.as  offered  to  the  occupiers 
in  order  that  chimney  emission  could  be  kept  to  a minimum.  The  Council  is 
responsible  for  the  super^risicn  of  three  chimneys  serving  kilns  used  for  the 
production  of  common  bricks  at  the  Atlas  Works  of  the  coirpany. 

As  in  preAT-oun  years,  the.  problem  of  nuisance  from  the  of  Atlas 

Brickworks  continued  to  be  the  source  of  complaint  and  provided  points 
for  debate  in  the  press.  We  are  aware  that  the  problem  is  not  one  of 
uns'ui table  fuel  or  unsui-Dable  plant  or  unsuitable  labour  as  is  often  the 
case  The  density  of  the  emission  is  caused  by  an  excessive  quantity  of 

sulphur'  contained  in  the  materia.l  used  for  the  manufacture  of  bricks,. 


We  are  advised  that  there  is  no  known  technical  solution  to  this  problem  of 
emission  from  the  chimneys  of  brick  kilns.  Enquiries  were  made  in  other 
local  authority  areas  where  a similar  nuisance  exists  and  it  was  found  that 
they  had  no  answer  to  the  problem.  There  was  an  element  of  hope  when  it 
became  known  that  the  company  proposed  raising  relatively  sulphur  free 
shales  in  the  Siddal  area  of  Halifax,  but  this  was  shattered  when,  on  appeal, 
the  Minister  upheld  the  planning  authority's  refusal  to  allow  the  quarrying 
to  take  places  A second  element  of  hope  came  when  information  of  a method 
of  filtration  of  acid  mist  came  into  the  Council  Offices,  The  company  were 
given  the  information  and  they  are  at  the  present  time  investigating  further 
the  possibility  of  utilising  this  method  to  reduce  the  emission  from  their 
stacks . 


Full  co-operation  between  the  Council's  Officers  and  company 
representatives  was  maintained  during  discussions  which  took  place  during 
the  years 


Domestic 

During  the  year  progress  was  made  in  the  field  of  domestic  pollution, 

A programme  of  environmental  hygiene  work  would  be  incomplete  if  hygiene  of 
the  atmosphere  is  omitted.  The  atmosphere  is  the  source  of  supply  of  the 
air  we  breathe  and  a sufficient  supply  of  clean  air  is  as  essential  to 
healthy  living  as  is  clean  food,  a pure  water  supply,  efficient  disposal  of 
waste  materiauLs,  good  housing  and  the  many  other  services  which  have 
received  close  attention  during  the  last  century. 

The  aim  is  to  rid  the  atmosphere  of  pollutants  such  as  soot,  dirt 
and  tarry  matters  which  are  discharged  from  domestic  chimneys  where  bituminou 
coal  is  burned  inefficiently  on  open  grates.  The  means  by  which  this  can 
be  done  is  by  the  establishment  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  throughout  the  area 
of  Elland,  planned  so  that  by  the  early  1970 's  the  whole  of  Elland  will  be 
effectively  controlled  and  the  atmosphere  then  should  be  as  clean  and  free 
from  domestic  smoke  pollution  as  that  of  any  seaside  town.  The  inhabitants 
will  benefit  in  health  and  economy  and  the  effect  should  further  enhance  the 
civic  pride  of  the  town. 

Three  Smoke  Control  Areas,  established  during  1963,  continue  to  work 
satisfactorily^  Confirmation  of  the  Elland  (No, 2)  and  Stainlarxi  (No, 2) 

Smoke  Control  Areas  was  received  at  the  end  of  June,  1966,  and  there  was 
much  activity  in  dealing  with  proposals  and  estimates  for  adaptation  of 
appliancesc  These  Areas  come  into  operation  on  1st  July,  1967, 

During  the  year  the  whole  of  Greetland  ward  was  surveyed  and  the 
Greetland  (No, 2)  Smoke  Control  Area  was  sent  to  the  Minister  for  confirmation 

The  delay  in  earlier  years  is  being  rapidly  overcome  as  the  work  of 
smoke  control  continues  and  the  Council  should  complete  its  programme 
before  1975.  The  people  of  Elland  are  by  and  large  with  us  in  this  campaign 
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and  within  five  years  we  should  be  able  to  give  proof  that  this  work  is 
worthwhile.  This  statement  will  no  doubt  provide  further  fuel  ior  our 
critics  who  continually  bombard  the  Council  and  its  Officers  with  the 
argument  that  domestic  smoke  control  should  not  be  invoked  until  the 
emissions  from  the  bi^ickworks  are  effectively  controlled  or  abated. 

The  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  continues  to  be  carried 
out  in  collaboration  with  the  West  Riding  County  Council ^ who  record 
i ref  or  mat  ion  for  the  National  Survey  of  Air  Pollution  conducted  by  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research,  The  information  provided 
by  apparatus  sited  in  Eliarid  provi.dss  a snuall  but  useful  contribution  to 
national  statistics  on  air  pollution.

The  work  of  survey  and  treatment  was  carried  out  by  a private 
contractor  on  behalf  of  the  Council  and  in  co-operation  with  the  Council's 
Public  Health  Inspectors,  It  has  been  found  that  this  method  of  operation 
is  speedy,  efficient  and  economicalr 

The  Council  is  required  to  carry  out  regular  inspections  of  the 
district  so  as  to  prevent  damage  and  danger  to  health  by  rodent  infestations 
The  total  number  of  visits  made  during  the  year  was  203  and  as  a result  of 
this  work,  200  treatments  were  carried  out. 


Domestic  premises  are  surveyed  and  receive  treatment  free  of  charge, 
whilst  business  premises  and  factories  are  charged  according  to  a time  and 
material  basis. 

The  Council’s  refuse  tip  at  Lowfields  was  treated  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year,  and  the  sewage  disposal  works  also  received  treatment. 

The  sewers  were  treated,  twice  during  the  year  by  the  private  contractor, 
who  is  now  undertaking  all  the  practical  work  of  rodent  control.

In  two  of  the  above  cases,  the  gut  scraping  is  carried  out  at 
licenced  private  slaughterhouses,  and  is  done  part  time  in  a separate  room 
provided  for  that  purpose. 

No  complaints  were  received  of  nuisance  arising  from  these  trades 
and  the  general  conditions  and  cleanliness  of  premises  are  satisfactory. 


PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 


The  care  and  up-keep  of  the  public  conveniences  is  the  responsibility 
of  the  Health  Committee.  One  enployee  is  engaged  full  time  on  cleansing 
duties.  There  was  much  less  damage  during  the  year  by  vandalism  and  much 
of  this  was  confined  to  locks.  The  Health  Committee  agreed  to  the  locks 
being  removed.  It  was  also  agreed  that  maintenance  of  conveniences  be 
supervised  by  the  Surveyor  and  that  the  public  convenience  attendant  be 
responsible  for  the  cleansing  of  bus  shelters.  The  attendant  was 
provided  with  transport  which  enabled  him  to  cope  wmth  these  duties  very 
satisfactorily.  At  the  end  of  1966  there  were  six  blocks  of  public 
conveniences  in  use,  each  block  providing  facilities  for  males  and  females. 
23  bus  shelters  were  added  to  the  cleansing  rota  and  the  new  arrangement 
has  proved  to  be  satisfactory. 


SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

Tne  standard  of  sanitary  accomm.odation  continued  to  improve  during 
1966,  One  pail  closet  was  converted  during  the  year  during  the  process 
of  improvement  vrorks.  A further  number  of  waste-water  closets  were 
discovered  duiring  routine  inspection  and  the  number  nov;  is  69*  None  were 
convert.ed  in  1966,  but  a number  will  be  eliminated  by  Housing  action  during 
the  immediate  future.  The  number  of  pail  closets  is  121  and  privies  10, 
These  numbers,  much  less  than  earlier  figures,  are  accurate  and  were  the 
result  of  a survey  during  the  year,  35  waterclosets  were  demolished  in 
clearance  areas  arid  areas  for  redevelopment.  The  present  numbers  are

DRAINAGE  AI€)  SEWERAGE 


The  work  of  providing  main  drainage  in  the  Upper  Greetland  area 
commenced  during  the  year.  These  works  will  enable  many  houses  to  secure 
the  benefits  of  amenities  which  can  be  properly  drained  into  a sewer, 

There  was  no  imorovement  in  the  drainage  of  the  rural  parts  of 
Stainland  and  it  appears  unlikely  that  a major  part  of  the  area  will  be 
satisfactorily  drained. 

The  absence  of  a proper  sewer  and  piped  water  supply  makes  it 
difficult  to  enforce  legal  provisions  concerning  sanitary  accommodation 
The  Council,  recognising  this  fact,  agreed  to  make  a contribution  towards 
the  cost  of  private  schemes  of  drainage  for  either  isolated  properties  or 
groups  of  properties  in  order  that  they  could  be  improved  to  a modern 
standard  of  amenity.  Little  advantage  has,  however,  been  taken  of  the 
scheme  during  the  year. 

A considerable  amount  of  drainage  work  has  been  carried  out  in 
connection  with  improvement  work,  closet  conversions  and  repair  of 
defective  drains.  This  type  of  work  is  increasing  year  by  year. 

Many  inspections  were  made  during  the  year  following  complaints 
of  faulty  or  choked  drains,  and  action  taken  to  remedy  these  defects. 


The  testing  of  drains  is  carried  out  by  the  application  of  colour  volatiles 
and  smoke-  The  investigation  of  drainage  complaints  and  subsequent  action 
taken  occupies  an  increasing  amount  of  time,  and  over  560  visits  were 
carried  out.  It  was  found  necessary  to  serve  28  legal  notices  in  respect 
of  drainage  defects  and  all  works  were  executed  by  the  Council  and  the  costs 
recharged  to  the  owners  of  the  properties  involved.  A number  of  choked 
drains  were  released  by  the  department  in  addition  to  other  default  work.

HOUSING 


There  are  7,304  dwellinghouses  in  Blland,  of  which  one  sixth  are 
back-to-back  and  many  hundreds  are  back-to-rock  or  back-to-earth  One 
fifth  of  the  total  are  regarded  as  unfit  by  present  standards.  In  addition 
to  the  number  of  unfit  houses,  there  are  several  hundreds  of  houses  of 
sound  structure  but  lacking  the  basic  amenities  of  modern  healthy  living. 

In  this  year  of  1966,  there  are  hundreds  of  families  who  have  to 
use  external  waterclosets , often  on  a shared  basis  and  sited  several  yards 
distance  from  their  houses.  In  the  outlying  districts  the  watercloset 
has  not  yet  arrived  and  the  amenity  in  general  use  is  the  pail  closet  of 

which  more  than  a hundred  are  still  in  existance.  These  same  families  do 

not  enjoy  the  benefit  of  a constant  hot  water  supply  and  a fixed  bath  in  a 
bathroom, 

What  may  be  the  exact  number  of  houses  lacking  these  essential  ameni 

we  do  not  know,  but  we  do  know  that  an  average  of  75  houses  each  year  are 

being  provided  with  the  standard  amenities  and  there  is  still  a large  numbe: 
o^  houses  yet  to  be  so  provided.. 

We  live  in  a world  of  changing  standards  and  new  ideas.  Houses  like 
other  commodities  have  a life,  they  wear  out,  become  outdated  or  because  of 
other  nearby  development  become  badly  arranged  and  congested.  The  problem 
of  the  obsolete,  old  fashioned  and  unfit  house  is  a national  problem,  most 
severe  in  large  cities,  and  in  our  town  a no  less  important  problem.  To 
bring  ULland  into  the  second  half  of  the  twentieth  century,  much  progress 
must  be  made  in  many  directions  and  a major  controlling  factor  is  housing, 
good  houses  in  pleasant  surroundings  with  good  shopping  facilities, 
facilities  for  transport,  full  employment  within  the  town  or  within  a 
reasonable  distance  of  the  town  and  so  on.  But  this  will  not  happen  if 
the  existing  houses  are  allowed  to  remain  for  ever.  Even  those  houses 
which  today  are  good  and  corafortable  will  in  fifty  or  seventy,  or  even  a 
hundred  years,  be  regarded  as  sub-standard,  unfit  or  even  congested  and 
badly  arranged.  We  must  keep  this  in  mind  when  we  speak  of  changing 
standards.  Town  planning  seeks  to  control  current  development  and  bring 
some  sort  of  order  so  that  the  mistakes  of  our  forefathers  may  be  obviated. 
This  leaves  only  the  risk  of  changing  standards  and  obsolescence  due  to  the 
passage  of  time.

VANS  A.Mj  SI-IEDS 


The  Caravan  Sites  and  Control  of  Development  Act, 1960  confers  on 
Local  Authorities  effective  powers  for  controlling  caravan  sites  Tne 
Act  aims  to  secure  that  all  caravan  sites  are  properly  equipped  and  run 
and  that  sites  are  not  allowed  in  the  wrong  places.  Sites  may  only  be 
established  where  the  occupier  o.f  the  site  holds  a site  licence,  and  this 
is  dependant  upon  the  occupiei  having  a successful  planning  permission  to 
develop  land  as  a site  for  the  stationing  of  caravans.  The  Act  also 
empowers  a Local  Authority  to  attach  conditions  to  site  licences  which 
ensure  adeqijate  control  over  the  site 

There  is  one  site  v/ithin  this  area  licenced  for  the  stationing  of 
17  caravans  The  site  is  conveniently  positioned  near  the  centre  of  the 
town  and  yet  is  ’v/ell  screened  from  viev/  by  trees  The  site  is  well 
managed  and  no  complaints  leave  arisen  during  the  year,- 


PET  ANim.L3  ACT.  1951 


This  is  an  Act  to  regulate  the  sale  of  pet  animals  and  it  makes 
provision  for  the  licensing  and  inspection  of  pet  shops. 

One  premise  is  registered  as  a pet  shop,  and  throughout  the  year 
conditions  were  satisfactory 
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RAG  FLOCK  AND  OTHER  FILING  MATERIALS  ACT.  1951 


This  Act  forbids  the  use  of  certain  filling  materials  for  upholstering 
filling  of  bedding,  toys,  baby  carriages  etc,  except  on  premises  registered 
by  the  Local  Authority.  Premises  used  for  the  storage  or  manufacture  of 
rag  flock  must  be  licensed. 

Provisions  are  incorporated  to  prevent  the  sale  of  unclean  filling 
materials  and  regulations  have  been  made  which  set  out  standards  of 
cleanliness  for  filling  materials. 

No  premises  were  in  use  during  the  year  for  any  purpose  within  the 
scope  of  this  Act. 


PETROLEUM  (CONSOLIDATION)  ACTS  192S  & I936

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  carries  out  the  duties  of  Petroleum 
Officer  for  the  ELland  Urban  District.  Duties  under  the  above  Act  include 
the  annual  licensing  of  premises  where  stocks  of  petroleum  or  petroleum 
mixtures  are  kept,  and  the  inspection  and  testing  of  all  new  pumps  and 
installations  for  the  storage  of  petrol, 

61  licences  were  in  force  at  the  end  of  the  year  for  the  storage  of 
Petroleum  Spirit  and  1 licence  was  issued  for  the  storage  of  Petroleum 
Mixtures.

SWIMMING  BATHS 


There  is  one  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  Elland.  This  is  an  enclosed 
bath  with  heated  water  which  is  subject  to  treatment  by  continuous  filtration 
and  chlorination.  The  process  ensures  that  the  bath  water  is  completely 
changed  during  an  approximate  period  of  four  hours. 


During  the  year  19  samples  of  water  were  taken  from  the  bath  and  all 
were  reported  as  satisfactory. 
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479  enqijiry  forms  vrere  dealt  vdth  dur-ine  the  year  and  much  valuable 
time  was  used  in  searching  through  records j peri^sing  of  maps  and  visiting 
properties  in  order  that  accurate  inf criiiation  ccu3-d  be  returned. 


PUBLIC  CIUANSIMd 

This  section  of  Public  Health  work  embraces  a very  wide  field  of 
activity  including  as  it  does  the  colleetioL.  and  disposal  of  house  and  trade 
refuse,  the  cleansing  and  emptying  of  pail  closets,  prioues  and  cesspools, 
salvage  operations,  street  cleansing,  and  gulley  emptying.  These  duties 
are  divided  between  the  Health  Department  and  the  S-orveyors  Department, 
street  cleansing  and  gulley  emptying  being  the  responsibility  of  the 
Surveyor . 

The  collection  cf  house  and  trade  refuse  continued  to  be  regular 
throughout  the  year,  a weekly  service  being  maintained  except  during 
inclement  weat-her,  holidays  and  illness  of  staff.  Holidays  are  a problem 
and  as  most  members  of  staff  are  away  during  uhe  July  annual  holiday  and 
the  September  break,  the  ser'vice  is  set  back  several  days.  It  is  of 
course  well  known  that  the  solution  of  one  problem  often  gives  rise  to 
other  problems.  Sickness  among  staff  is  another  problem  difficult  to 
cope  with  and  again  the  service  can  be  set  back  several  days  when  a number 
of  men  are  away  from  duty.  Irate  ratepayers  telephone  the  office  and  pour 
their  wrath  into  the  receiver  when  their  dustbin  has  not  been  emptied  on  a 
certain  day  and  often  threaten  to  dump  their  refuse  in  the  Market  Place  or 
on  the  doorstep  of  the  Council  Offices,  liany  axe  unsympathetic  when  our 
problems  are  mentioned,  and  many  state  vsry  bluntly  that  that  is  our 
problem,  they  pay  their  rates  and  they  expect  or  demand  that  they  have  the 
service  they  pay  fcr,  I agree  up  to  a point  with  this  argument.  A near 
perfect  cleansing  service  can  be  designed,  but  I doubt  whether  any  ratepayer 
would  be  overjoyed  at  the  possible  increase  in  his  rates. 

The  public  cleansing  staff  have  a difficult  job  to  carry  out  and  in 
my  opinion  they  do  it  well.  They  are  expected  to  keep  to  a scheduj.e,  be 
at  all  times  fit,  go  cut  in  all  weather  conditions,  be  at  the  receiving 
end  of  the  criticism  of  ratepayers,  be  respectful  at  all  times,  be  quiet 
in  their  task,  be  clean  and  prevent  dust  blcwirig  around  and  never  be  seen 
sat  down  on  the  job.  Is  there  any  wonder  that  critical  ratepayers  never 
volunteer  for  the  job  even  temporarily  when  the  dustmen  take  their  holidays. 
These  men  do  one  of  the  most  important  jobs  in  the  local  government  service 
and  one  should  never  underestimate  their  importance  to  the  conijnunity. 


The  character  of  house  refuse  continues  to  increase  in  bulk  and  the 
amount  of  cardboard  and  paper  finding  its  way  into  domestic  refuse  is 
fantastic.  Trade  refuse  continued  to  increase  and  problems  arose  from  the 
unsatisfactory  method  of  burning  this  material  in  the  open.  Industry  in 
Elland  is  thriving  and  there  is  a tendency  for  expansion  in  certain  cases. 

There  is  always  the  possibility  of  new  industries  coming  into  the  town  arid 
they,  like  exi-sting  industries,  will  have  problems  of  waste  disposal  which 
may  well  fall  to  the  Council  for  resolution.  Lar-ge  quantities  of  trade 
refuse  consist  of  man-made  fibres,  plastics  and  the  like,  which  are  very 
combustible  and  when  burned  under  atmospheric  conditicris  give  off  dense 
smoke,  often  black  in  colour.  So  serious  became  the  problem  towards  the 
latter  part  of  1966  that  a detailed  report  was  made  to  the  Health  Coimrd.ttee 
setting  out  the  problem  and  the  recommended  means  of  remedying  the  problem. 
There  was  much  serious  discussion  on  various  matters  in  the  report  and  in 
respect  of  Lowfields  Depot  and  it  was  recommended  that  further  investigation 
be  made  into  the  provision  of  a suitable  method  of  incineration  for  trade 
refuse.  At  the  same  meeting  it  was  recommended  that  estimates  be  obtained 
for  the  demolition  of  the  old  destructor  chimney,  reported  to  be  dangerous 
more  than  six  years  ago. 

Mention  has  been  made  of  increase  in  bulk  of  domestic  refuse.  The 
accelerating  progress  in  the  introduction  of  smoke  control  areas  is  giving 
rise  to  problems  of  refuse  storage.  Many  householders  are  requesting  a 
second  bin  on  the  premise  that  they  must  new'  store  refuse  wbJ-ch  hitherto 
was  burned  on  the  open  fire.  Each  request  is  considered  on  its  merits  and 

when  justified  a second  bin  is  provided. 

In  these  modern  times  it  is  becoming  an  accepted  fact  that  the 
galvanised  dustbin  is  a very  unhygienic  form  of  container  for  refuse  storage. 
Rarely  is  a dustbin  used  correctly  or  adequately  cleansed.  All  manner  of 
items  are  put  in,  wet  or  dry,  smells  emariate  therefrom,  flies  have  a hey-day 
buzzing  around  and  causing  n\iisance  no  householders. 

A dustbin  is  heavy,  its  weight  varying  from  18  to  28  lbs.  according 
to  type.  lA/hen  correctly  filled  with  refuse,  the  bin  and  its  contents  can 
be  very  heavy  and  one  need  not  be  a mathematician  to  deduce  the  amount  of 
energy  a dustman  has  to  use  to  remove  between  100  and  200  such  bins  each 
day  often  with  a long  carry  from  the  bin  site  to  the  vehicle.  Many  local 
authorities  have  carried  out  work  study  and  method  stiady  surveys  in 
endeavour  ultimately  to  improve  the  efficiency  of  their  refuse  collection 
service  and  when  such  studies  are  made,  many  startling  facts  become  known, 
facts  concerning  time,  distance,  effort,  method,  team  size,  efficiency, 
vehicle  efficiency  ard  so  on.  With  such  detailed  i.nfcrmation  to  hand,  a 
careful  examination  of  the  service  can  be  made  and  improvement  carried  cut 
which  often  provides  greater  efficiency  but  not  necessai’ily  a cheaper 
service.  The  service  in  Elland  was  devised  some  six  or  seven  years  ago 
and  has  continued  alm.ost  unchanged  to  the  present  day.  It  is  new  an  opportune 
time  to  re-examine  the  service  in  the  light  of  changes  that  have  taken 
place  since  its  inception.  As  time  passes,  it  becomes  increasingly 
difficult  to  provide  a consistent  weekly  service  without  resort  to  frequent 
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is  necessary  to  spread  the  load  more  evenly„  Some  of  the  problems  are 
already  known  but  other  information  must  be  obtained  before  plans  may  be 
set  out  for  consideration  by  the  CcuQcilo  It  is  hoped  that  a report  will 
be  prepared  as  soon  as  time  permits. 

The  Council's  Municipal  Dustbin  scheme  continued  satisfactorily 
during  the  year,  846  dustbins  were  proi’lded  as  replacements  tc  premises 
at  a cost,  of  £1,181.  The  paper  sack  system  of  refuse  storage  was  extended 
to  include  the  Southgate  development  arjd  the  Elland  Lane  bungalows  ard 
almost  200  are  no'w  in  use,  having  proved  to  be  very  hygier-ic  and  satisfactory. 
Plans  are  in  hand  to  extend  the  scheme  so  as  to  include  a large  part  of 
central  Elland  with  a possible  1,000  units  in  use.  To  some  extent,  this 
plan  is  concurrent  with  the  re-exairrlnation  of  the  service  outlined  above.

For  collection  purposes  the  towr-  is  divided  into  three  areas,  two  of 
which  comprise  the  built  up  parts  of  the  town  ard  the  third  beirig  the  more 
rural  and  sparsely  populated  areas.  Four  vehicles  are  used  for  this  work, 
two  of  these  being  lai'ge  capacity  compression  vehicles  which  collect  refuse 
from  the  areas  of  high  derusity  building,  ard  two  side  loaders,  one  of  which 
is  specially  adapted  for  the  cleansing  of  pails,  a service  carried  out  in 
conjunction  with  the  collection  of  refuse  in  the  rural  areas.  The  second 
side  loader  is  used  fcr  the  collection  of  salvage  and  for  collections  not 
normally  mads  by  other  vehicles. 


The  continuous  system  of  ref -use  collection  is  carried  out  in  this 
area.  A five  day  week  1.3  in  operation  and  no  cleansing  work  is  done  on 
Saturday  mornings.  For  a mrmber  of  years  an  incentive  bonus  scheme  has 
been  in  operation  and  there  is  no  doubt  that  the  regularity  of  collection 
on  a weekly  frequency  is  due  to  the  added  incentive  provided  by  this  scheme. 


Mention  has  been  made  of  the  variable  characteristics  of  domestic 
refuse  and  these  variations  are  often  the  ease  of  special  collections. 

It  is  difficult  to  refuse  a collection  service  for  the  oddities  that  arise 
from  time  to  time  and  it  is  carried  out  iiiainly  to  prevent  nuisances  arising 
from  the  indi  b criminate  dumping  of  articles  on  areas  of  land  which  very 
quickly  develop  into  uncontrolled  tips.

All  refuse  is  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  the  Lowfields 
site.  Supplies  of  covering  material  for  sealing  the  tip  faces  are 
difficult  to  obtain,  but  several  loads  of  spoil  from  local,  excavation 
work  provided  a very  useful  cover  for  a.  large  ai'ea  of  the  tip  surface. 
Treatment  for  the  eradication  of  rodents  wa.s  carried  out  on  two  occasions 
during  the  year  and  the  tip  is  naw  virtually  free  from  rodent  infestation. 


A limited  amount  of  salvage  is  obtained  from  the  tipped  refuse 
before  the  material  is  placed,  levelled  and  consolidated.  Metals  of 
various  types  and  rags  are  t&lcen  to  the  Depot  building,  which  is  conveniently 
situated  near  the  tip,  where  they  are  placed  with  other  materials  salvaged 
during  collection.  By  fa?’  the  gr^eatest  iteia  of  salvage  is  waste  paper  and 
cardboard  and  during  the  year  172  tor,s  of  this  material  was  collected  by  the 
waste  paper  vehicle  arid  by  other  vehicles  dur'icg  collection  of  house  refuse. 
This  material  forms  an  ext-remely  useful  form  of  revenue.  Cardboard  is 
sorted  ar*d  baled  at  the  depot  in  a lajge  grourid  floor  room  in  which  is 
provided  a Cameo  electrically  driven  baling  press  arid,  two  roanually  operated 
presses  which  are  iised,  one  to  bale  newsprint  and  the  other  to  bale  rags. 

There  has  been  no  difficulty  in  disposal  of  metals  (except  tins)  and  textiles. 
The  Council  is  fortunate  in.  havi?ig  the  Lowfields  Depot  buildirig  wiiich  provides 
an  ideal  centre  for  a public  cleansing'  service.  The  building  provides  on 
the  ground  floor  ample  garage  space,  a large  paper  baling  room,  a much  too 
large  storage  room  for  dustbins  and  refuse  oentainers,  showers  and  sanitary 
accommodation  for  the  cleansing  st.aff.  The  first  floor  provides  a large 
storage  room  for  baled  paper  and  cardbca.rd,  an  office  for  the  foreman,  and 
a dining  room  for  the  staff.  Other  areas  of  floor  space  are  available  for 
other  uses.  An  electric  hcis;t  is  provided  for  transferring  bales  of  paper 
from  one  floor  to  another. 


Repairs  to  the  damage  caused  by  fire  d-urir:g  August  1965  were  completed 
during  the  year  a'nd  the  premi,ses  are  again  being  .fiil.iy  used,  Ali  matters 
concerning  the  County  Fire  Officer  arn  H,M, Factories  Inspector  'were  attenied 
to  at  the  same  tim.e,.
